THE DIRECTNESS OF THE BIBLE. 

The wonders of God’s word, like the wonders 
of God’s works, can never be exhausted. Every 
generation sends down a new plummet line to 
fathom depths before unsounded. With all its 
wealth of glory, and power, and beauty, is it not 
one of the deep-seated proofs of the natural per- 
versity of the heart that we seek stimulus, and 
food, and delights, trom almost every quarter be- 
fore we go back te the Book? That thoughtful, 
tasteful minds should feel it to be a dry book is a 
marvel and shame, cnly second to the shame that a 


sinner should see in his Saviour only “a root out 


of a dry ground, with no form nor comeliness.” 

I was struck in reading the extract below, from 
one of the books of the author of “ The Schonberg 
Cotta Family,” with the quality of intensity and 
directness that characterizes the Bible. It is an- 
other testimony to the worth of our too often 
neglected Bible: — 

“Tts fragments of biography make you know 
the people better than volumes of narrative; its 
characters are never mere incarnations of princi- 
ples, but men and women; its letters are never 
mere sermons concentrated on an individual; its 
sermons are never dissertations peculiarly applica- 
ble to no one time or place, but speeches, intensely 
directed to the needs of one audience and the cir- 
cumstances of one place, and therefore containing 
guiding wisdom for all; its prayers are never mere 
sermons from a pulpit, but brief cries of entreaty 

from the dust, of flaming torrents of adoration 
piercing beyond the stars, or quict asking of lit- 
tle children for daily bread; its confessions are as 

- great drops of blood wrung slowly from the agony 
of the heart; its hymns dart upward, singing and 
soaring in a wild passion of praise and joy. 

“We feel that in coming to the Bible, as to na- 
ture, we come not to a cistern, or a stream, or a 

ponded store, though it may be abundant enough 
for a nation; but to a Fountain, which, though it 
may seem at times but a gentle bubbling up of 
. just enough for the thirsty lips which 
it, is, nevertheless, living, inexhaustible, 


< 
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eternal, because it welled up from the fulness of 
God.” 

Let us come, then, to the Bible, becouse it is a 
living Book, suited to us because it was just suited 
to the needs, and sorrows, and hungers, of the men 
who first received it as it was delivered by the Spirit 
of God from age to age. If weread the Bible more 
we should be stronger Christians, for it furnishes 
the food of the soul. If we fed more constantly 


upon it we should be happier Christians, for there _ 


we see the very face of God and_hear his voice. 
We do not need as many books of a religious and 
devotional character as we are apt tc suppose; 
they are generally only spiritual cork jackets and 
swimming bladders, that keep us from learning 
to strike out into the depths for ourselves. A 
more patient, determined, delightful study of the 
simple word is what we need. We study our 
commentaries and theological treatises, and read 
our Bibles. ‘We need to reverse the order. ‘“ Be- 
ware of the man of one book;” he is apt to be 
master, not only of the book, but also of his own 
mind. How much more will he be a mighty 
preacher whose one book is God’s word. Therese 
is more inspiration for the pulpit in one hour of 
faithful, hearty Bible study than in half a dozen 
human writings. 

There is something peculiarly sad in the lament 
the gifted Alexander sent up at the close of his 
life, that he had allowed learning and literature, 
though of the choicest and purest, to keep him 
so much from his Bible. Ministers need to re- 
member that lament: papers, reviews, new works 
in theology, literature—an army of locusts, descend 
upon us, and, if we do not give heed, will eat up 


many a green pasture of God’s word from us. — 


Let us resolutely return to our Bible. 

The private Christian has not time for much 
reading. It behooves him all the more carefully 
to guard with vigilant jealousy his Bible hour. 
If he will not be a lean, stand-still Christian, he

. ARGENTINE RepuBiic.—By a letter from Mr. 
Milne, we continue to hear good tidings from his 
field. He relates a pleasing incident of a man 
who formerly refused to buy a Bible, but who 
since changed his mind, and ceased worshipping 
the Virgin Mary as he had formerly done. We 
allow Mr. Milne to relate the story in his own 
words, in another place. He reports the distribu- 
tion in August of sixty-seven volumes, of which 
one half were Bibles. George Schmidt, who re- 
tired from the work to recruit his health, has re- 
sumed it, and is dcing well.

A 
communication recently received from the Society’s 
Agent in the Levant, inserted elsewhere, will be 
read with.gratification, The good work of Bible 
distribution, through ‘colportage, goes forward 
prosperously in many parts of Turkey.

LETTER FROM MR. BLISS: 

CoNSTANTINOPLE, Dec. Ist, 1868. 


Dear Srr:—You will be interested in the follow- 
ing items, culled from letters received from mission- 
ary brethren toiling in Cappadocia, Mesopotamia, 
and Bithynia. Rev. Mr. Farnsw orth, resident at 
Cesarea in the first named district, says: “There is 
a wide field here, that is now, as never before, open 
for Bible colportage, and we have some admira- 
ble men for the work. One is a biind man, but 
an excellent worker. He is able to repeat the 
Gospel by Matthew with fluency and excellent 
effect. Many, who hear him, say, ‘It is a shame 
that we should be ignorant of the Bible, when a 
blind man knows so much of it.’ After spend- 
ing two months in study with the pastor of the 
evangelical church in Cesarea, he visited Alenja, 
fifty miles distant. He made the journey on foot. 
Without a guide, he made his way from village to 
village, and town to town, across the vast plains 
of that region. It is reported of him, that when 
travelling 1 in company with another, they came to 
a point where two roads branched off, “His com- 
panion was unable to determine which one they 
ought to take. The blind man, examining with 
his cane the beginning of each, decided which one 
they ought to take, and his decision proved cor- 
rect. We hope [says Mr. Farnsworth] that he is 
destined to show many——who say, ‘We see,’ but 
are blind—the way of life.” 

Of another of these workers, Krikore (Gregory) 
by name, Mr. F. says that he visits Tallas two or 
three times every week, seldom failing to sell a 
New Testament or a copy of the Psalms. He 
reads the Armeno-Turkish and the Greco-Turkish, 
and is now learning the Arabo-Turkish, as he finds 
it of great importance to be able to open and read 
the Bible in the character that the people wish 
him to read. “A few days since, this Krikore 
had quite an interesting time at Enderlik. One 
of the leading men of ‘the place warned him off; 
told him that he must not come there again, that 
they did not want his books, etc., etc. The youn 
man insisted that he was injuring no one, and had 
a perfect right to visit the place, and should do 
so, and that the people could then do as they 
pleased about buying his books. The man then 
took quite a quantity of his books and said he 
would burn them. To this Krikore very coolly 
replied, ‘Go on, let us see you burn them,’ Fail-: 
ing to frighten "the helper, he let him go on his 


way. Very soon he fell in with a Greek priest, who 


invited him to hisroom, Krikore went with some 


fear, not knowing whether the man was taking 


him’ off thus alone for good or for evil. When 
alone, however, the priest examined the books 
with much interest, and purchased a large - Bible 
and New Testament,

Basil, and the highest in rank of all the bishops of 


Asia Minor. This is a beautiful town of about 

2,000 souls, all Greek. Our Greek helper, Laza- 
rus, is with these brethren for the present, and 
they appear well, They, with as many more, so 
much enlightened as to excite the fears of the 
bishop, were all visited a few weeks ago, and 
questioned as to their orthodoxy. When pressed 
on the question of the Greek Church, one of them 
replied, ‘I have taken from the Greek Church the 
evangelion and gone out of it; whatever is not 
according to that glad tidings I protest against.’ 
From Harpoot one of the brethren writes: ‘The 
work in this field is emphatically a Bible work. 
We have now about sixty outstations, and shall 
probably haye more in the winter. The ordinary 
process of leayening is this: a Bible or New Testa- 
ment is sold in a new village; the owner, with some 
of his neighbours, begin to read it; as they read, 
they find that their system of religion is wrong; 
they are led to seek out and learn the way of God 
more pertectly. In one, two, or three years, they 
come to our knowledge through their desire for a 
teacher or preacher. No other standard but the 
word of God is recognised or allowed among the 
people. <A great work of leavening is in process 
all about us, and it is the Bible that is doing it. 
I presume that in the majority of the Armenian 
churches in the Harpoot field, the Scriptures, 
mostly in the modern version, are regularly read 
and expounded on the Sabbath as a new and sep- 
arate service. This is in answer to the popular 
demand for more instruction in the Bible. Sucha 
thing was not heard of in this region until within 
five or six years.” 

_ The item from Bithynia I give entire in the let- 
ter of Mr. Richardson, of Broosa, touching the 
labours of our colporteur in the interior of Asia 
Minor.

BITHYNIA. 

The following letter is forwarded to us by Mr. 
Bliss. It gives a pleasing view of Bible work in 
one part of his field: 

— Broosa, Oct. 8, 1868. 

Dear BROTHER :—I am at length permitted to 
resume the narrative of our colporteur, Mr. Morris 
Der Mugurdichian, in the interior of Asia Minor. 

We left him at Ak Shehir, which he mistakes 
for the Lystra of Paul, as it is rather the Antioch 
of Pisidia. Notice is made of the visit of some 
English missionaries and a colporteur from Smyr- 
na, within the past two years. ‘“ They left a few 
books, which, though doubtingly received, awa- 
kened a desire for more, and they bought of me 
several copies of the Scriptures, Bibles as well as 
the New Testament and Psalms. The teachers 
are friendly, and they have begun to use our books 
in their schools. I had satisfactory interviews 
with a number of persons, including men of influ- 
ence. One of them, who has become enlightened 
by reading the Scriptures, said, ‘You must send 
some one to remain with us, to explain what 
we cannot understand.’” In Ak Shehir his sales 
amoznted to 461 piasters. One hour from Ak 
Shehir is the Greek village of Bermenda. This 
he visited, and was well received by the teachers 
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and other persons of distinction. The next place 
he visited was Konieh (Iconium), twenty-seven 
oo or eighty-one miles, southeast from Ak She- 
vir. 

“Here also the teachers are friendly, and one of 
them is enlightened. I went to the schools, both 
for males and females, and spoke to the pupils. 
To-day the chief teacher has taken 200 piasters’ 
worth of books.” 

Afterwards, in a letter from Isbarta, he says: 

“The chief men of the Armenian community 
compelled the teacher to return the books he 
had selected. Their leading men use great cau- 
tion lest the people should visit the colporteurs 
and purchase books, fearing that, by so doing, 
we should come oftener, and even be induced to 
settle there. Yet, notwithstanding their precau- 
tion, many have obtained our books, and an awa- 
kening is beginning to be manifest. Two or three 
persons are already known as Protestants, who 
urged with great importunity that a preacher, or 
at least a bookseller, be located among them. It 
is a wonder to me how the Lord has begun his 
work in places the least anticipated, and that, too, 
sinuply by means of books.” 

Two hours from Konieh is Sileh, a Greek village 
of 800 houses. They were delighted at an oppor- 
tunity of purchasing the Scriptures in Greco- 
Turkish. 

“From Konieh I went to Bey Shehir, and thence 
to Egerdir, in neither of which are there any set- 
tled Armenian or Greek communities, I found at 
the khans a number of Christians sojourning for 
purposes of trade, and some of them purchased 
books. The whole way was full of robbers. When 
T arrived at Egerdir, I learned that on the road 
over which I had passed, sixty persons had been 
robbed only the day before. However, I went for- 
ward unmolested, singing and giving thanks to 
the Lord. 

“ At Isbarta there is a brother, a native of the 
place, who, seven or eight years since, lived for a 
time in Broosa and Bilijik, becoming a member of 
the church. at the latter place. Though greatly 
persecuted he has remained firm, and through him 
two others whom J also met, have been enlightened. 
One of them is a teacher. They have begun to 
use our books in the Armenian school. Isbarta 
has eighty or 100 houses of,Armenians and 800 
Greek. 

“At Buldur, on account of some disagreement 
in their community, the greater portion of the 
Armenians have risen and declared that they will 
become Protestants. Two men of note said, 
‘There are fourteen houses of us, who now for sev- 
eral years, by visiting Smyrna and other places, 
have become convinced that the truth is with 
the Protestants, and we wish that a preacher be 
sent to instruct us and our children. If you fear 
that we are not in earnest and will turn back, and 
so the expense and tfouble of sending a preacher 
be incurred for naught, we are willing to enter 
into a written obligation to refund the whole sum 
thus expended.’ They also promised to pay the 
entire salary of a preacher from the beginning of 
next year.” . ., Pale alge 

This faithful and fearless colporteur closes a re- 
view of his three months’ tour, in which he had 
travelled more than 600 miles, visiting ten cities 
and many villages, selling 2,000 piasters’ worth of 


—_— 
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books, preaching the word to many, and obtain- 
ing information of great value to us as mission- 
aries, with these remarks: 

1. “I can testify, from personal observation, 
that the simple distribution of the Scriptures is a 
means of the spiritual enlightenment of men, and 
of bringing them to a knowledge of sin. 

2. “ Wherever there has been evangelical labour, 
however feeble and little, there a wok has been 
begun. 

3. “In every city and village where there are 
Armenians, there are enlightened persons.” 

The colporteur has explored the region and 
opened the way for the permanent labourer, in at 
least five places, viz.: Kara Hissar, Ak Shehir, 
Konieh, Isbarta, and Buldur; and had we the men, 
we would occupy them all at once; and we urgent- 
ly need as many more in other parts of our field. 
“The harvest truly is great, but the labourers are 
few: pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that he would send forth labourers into his har- 
vest.”

VALPARAISO, 
JOURNAL OF THE COLPORTEUR FOR OCTOBER. 


October 3d.—Some native workmen at the rail- 
way, who feared to buy my books lest the priests 
should burn them, were persuaded by others that 
it would be better first to read them. 

5th.—A great diversity of opinion I find among 
the natives regarding our work. Many acknowl- 
edge that it is good, and that the books are of no 
harm to any one; that since the Valparaiso Bible 
Society began, there has been an improvement 
among the poorer people. To-day visited thirteen 
families. In one, find they study daily the ‘‘ Even- 
ings with Romanists;” the husband is a German, 
the wife a Chilian. Often their neighbours come 
in and listen. The man declares it is the best 
book in the country. 

9th and 10th.—Visited many families, with only 
limited success. In three had free opportunity 
far conversing about religion. 

18th.—Some families interested in reading the 
word of God. In three a change was observable. 
One poor man whoghad bought a Testament is 
now going to buya Bible. In a tinsmith’s shop, 
two were very thoughtful; one of them had been 
careless. : 

16th.—Sold a Spanish Bible in a druggist’s 
shop; three men were interested in our work. In 
another shop, a Chilian, who frequently buys my 
books, detained me a long time in religious con- 

“versation. 

19th.—Visited a score of families; difficult to 
sell books; yet I seldom have to leave a house un- 
supplied entirely. In some cases want of funds is 
urged as the reason for not bflying, and sometimes 
with regret. One youth, who desired the Bible 
more than any other book, wished me to call again, 
as he had only a part of the price by him. In two 
English families, saw the results of intemperance— 
distress for the poor children. 

23d.—To-day, in passing —— Street, I was 
called to see a strict Romanist, to whom five years 
ago I sold a Spanish Bible. He says, every time 
the priest calls to see him, he inguires whether he 


has returned me the book, He added, that hay- 
ing searched it carefully up to the present time, 
he has not found a single verse against Christian- 
ity, and that the more he reads it the more light 
he receives. His desire is to follow Christ. His 
wife told me thatI am in the right way. In an- 
other place, where I sold two Testaments to two 
men, one of them is convinced that the Bible is 
the true word of God. Visiting sixteen families 
to-day, I was everywhere welcomed. 
24th.—Among many families to-day, had little 


.| suecess. Several said they would buy if I would 


trust them, or would call again. A man and his 
wife, to whom four months ago I sold a Spanish 
Bible, were thoughtful and interested in reading 
the Scriptures. 

26th.—Had an interesting conversation with a 
sick woman and four others; three years ago a 
priest had burned their Bible; they were sorry 
they had been so ignorant as to believe what he had 
said to them. A woman and two men, in another 
family, said their faith is now in Jesus only, and 
they will serve Him. An Irishman, from the 
United States man-of-war steamer Dakota, and in 
the hospital, with whom I left a Bible, is reading 
constantly ; he had never read it before. 

28th.—In an Italian family I sold a Bible, and 
am sure it is read with interest. Passing a watch- 
maker’s shop, I was called in to show my books to 
four men and a lady. She had been a strict Cath- 
olic, educated in a conyent, and always had been 
opposed to my work. To-day she felt differently, 
purchased some books, and hopes to obtain clearer 
light. 

30th.—To-day I was more discouraged in my 
work. Visited eighteen families; found no one 
that desired my books. 

31st—An Englishman, who used to mock at 
religion now attends church and sends his daugh- 
ters to the Sabbath school.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE LEXINGTON AND 
VICINITY BIBLE SOCIETY, KENTUCKY, 

The thirty-first anniversary of the Lexington 
and Vicinity Bible Society was celebrated at the 
Second Presbyterian Church on Sabbath evening, 
December 20th. 

At the usual hour of service a very large, appre- 
ciative, and intelligent audience assembled, and 
the exercises were opened by the choir singing a 
beautiful anthem, and the reading of the Scrip- 
tures and prayer by Rey. Mr. Felix. 

The report of the treasurer was read, showing 
a healthy condition of the finances. 

Amount of donations to the society for the year, 
$364 94; donations to Lexington Female Bible 
Society, $150 ; total amount donations to the Bi- 
ble cause, $514 94, 

It is but proper to state that all but $61 75 
was siatstBeee by the city of Lexington, In- 
crease of donations over last year, $158 69. 

Rey. W. J. R. Taylor, D.D., Corresponding Sec- 
retary of the American Bible Society of New 
York, then delivered a very interesting and in- 
structive address, showing clearly the providence 
of God in the yarious phases of progress in the 
work of the Society from its organization to the 
present time, and the present workings of the 
Society in entering the newly developed fields and 
faithfully cultivating the old ones. The doctor’s 
address was listened to with the deepest interest, 
which, with his spirit of Christian kindness, won 
him the hearts of the people, and many friends to 
our holy Cause. 

Dr. Savage, the Society’s Agent for Eastern Dis- 
trict of Kentucky, then presented the following 
important statements of the general work of col- 

ortage: Families visited—white, 1,074; coloured, 
1,324; total, 2,048. Families found destitute— 
white, 175; coloured, 800; total, 975. Families 
supplied—white, 125; coloured, 492; individuals, 
150; total, 777. 

The Orphan Asylum, Poor and Work Houses, 
and the Jail, have been supplied.

in the South; their earnestness in learning to 
read the word of God and use it in the edu- 
cation of their children; and their liberality in 
building churches; and closed by. telling the 
freedmen, that after all the assistance and encour- 
agements afforded them, their elevation and posi- 
tion, their character and destiny, depended mainly 
upon themselves. The address was well received, 
and left its impress. A collection was taken after 
their own manner, by indiyiduals coming forward 
and laying their money on the table. A song was 
sung in their usual animated style, and the sery- 
ices closed with the benediction. The Bible is 
doing its appropriate work among the freedmen.—S. 

We append the following statistics: Money 
received for Bibles and Testaments, $51 50;

Families visited by the. distributers, 1,629; of 
which 940 were destitute of the Scriptures, and 
608 were supplied, besides_250 children and 
other destitute individuals, and five Sabbath 
schools.

JUBILEE OF THE GENESEE COUNTY BIBLE S0- 
CIETY, N, Y. 

The semi-centennial anniversary of this society 
was held in the Presbyterian Church at Le Roy, 
on the 17th of December. The Hon. A. P. Has- 
call delivered a commemorative historical address, 
embracing, among other facts, the following state- 
ments, for which we are indebted to the kindness 
of the author : 


The society was organized in July, 1818. Rey. 
Calvin Colton was corresponding secretary. Up 
to 1833 the sum of $1,239 21 had been expended 
for Bibles and Testaments for the use of the soci- 
ety. In 1883 the society was reorganized, and 
more efficient measures were adopted to supply 
the destitute of the county with the word of God, 
and to aid the Parent Society. In 1839 the report 
of the managers gave the gratifying information, 
that every one in the county who would purchase 
the word of God or accept it as a gift had been 
supplied. The Hon. P. L. Tracy had been pres- 
ident of the society for seventeen years, and was 
reluctantly permitted to retire, at his earnest re- 
quest, on account of advanced age and infirmity. 
C. T. Buxton, Esq., had served as treasurer for four- 
teen years with great fidelity, and was re-elected 
at the last annual meeting of the society. The 
whole amount of money paid to the American Bi- 
ble Society by the Genesee County Bible Society, 
since its first organization, was $14,276 86, of 
which sum $4,414 09 were donatious to the Parent 
Society. 

_ It was resolved that efficient measures be taken 
without delay to solicit donations, that a jubilee 
offering may be made, worthy the society, the

Society.

INCIDENTS IN THE BIBLE WORK. 

The following is an extract from a recent report 

of a Bible distributer in Western New York: 


A German woman, brought up a Protestant, 
and early instructed to read the Bible, had mar- 
ried a Romanist, and was subsequently induced to 
join the Roman Catholic Church ; so, of course, 
she must come under the instruction of the priest. 
“But,” to use her own words, “he said he could 
do nothing with me. Finally they wanted me to 
give up my Bible, which was my father’s gift, and 
which I was accustomed to read with great de- 
light. I thought, at first, I could not do that ; but, 
to keep peace in the family, I finally yielded, and 
they took it away, and I have not seen it since”? 
She was deeply affected, but, recovering herself, 
she continued, “I have shed more tears over that, 
than on account of all my poverty and troubles 
besides,” Having a German Bible in my hand, 
I said, “If you should get another, perhaps they 
would take it from you.” “No, never,” said she; 
“T have learned a lesson. I should never give up 
another Bible but with my life. Oh, how I have 
missed those precious promises I used to read 
with so much comfort! And then, to think that 
my children should be brought up in such igno- 
rance, is more than I can bear. If I had the money 


I would have one now.” I said, “If you want the 


y 
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precious book, and can keep it for your own read- 
ing and comfort, you shall have it without money 
or price.” It was received with the strongest ex- 
pressions of gratitude. 


A county agent in Ohio sends us the interesting 
statement annexed : 

The following incident was related to a congrega- 
tion by its pastor, who had cordially invited me to 
present the Bible cause to his people. Said the nar- 
rator: “I once knew a family of Roman Catholics, 
consisting of father, mother, and five little boys, who 
emigrated to this country from Germany without 
having ever seen a Protestant Bible or Testament. 
But one of the little boys, coming home from the 
district school one day, held up to his mother a copy 
of the proscribed Book, at the same time exclaim- 
ing, ‘See what the teacher gave me.’ The mother 
took the Testament, and after a brief examination 
pronounced it ‘a heretic book,’ and committed it 
to the flames, assuring her much grieved child 
that it would ruin his soul. But the little of its 
contents, which had been treasured up in his mind 
on the way from school, was not so easily disposed 
of; and in the course of a few days the little bey, 
by some means, became possessed of another Test- 
ament. This was kept from the mother’s eye and 
hid under a log in the woods, whither he resorted, 
when he thought himself unobserved, to read his 
precious book. But his watchful mother noticed 
his frequent visits to the woods, and suspecting 
the cause, inquired if he had one of the heretic 
books; and receiving an affirmative reply, she or- 
dered him to bring it to her. The little fellow sor- 
rowfully obeyed the command; and with stream- 
ing eyes, holding up the book to his mother, he 
pleaded with her to read it before she burned it, 
saying, ‘Just a little, mother—it will not hurt 
you—read it a little before you burn it.’ Those 
tears and that earnest pleading prevailed;-and 
the mother read the little book, and was still 
reading when the father came in, and she reached. 
it out to him, repeating the little boy’s. words. 
And now,” said the narrator, “without going fur- 
ther into detail, allow me to tell you that those 
five little boys are now ministers of the Gospel, 
and are pointing sinners to ‘the Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the sin of the world.’ ”

As agent for the Bible “society, I was cordially 
welcomed in my visitations, and in some insts ances, 
received with touching emotion and gratitude. 
One man, amid the most abject poverty, shed 
tears as he received the word of God at my hand. 
He was a child of pious parents, and had once 
been a professor of religion, when he was so famil- 
iar with the Bible as to be able to quote passages 
from nearly every chapter, and yet he had not 
possessed one for many years. 

In another family, where the husband and wife 
had both been church members, neither of them 
had heard. the preached word "but once in six 
years. This family possessed a Bible, but acknowl- 
edged with evident shame the neglect of its teach- 
ings. 

I have on my subscription list $18 75, which 
amount has been collected and paid over to the 
treasurer and travelling agent. I have also re- 
ceived $1 22 for Bibles and Testaments sold. Ten 
Bibles and fifteen Testaments were gratuitously 
distributed. 

Gratefully acknowledging, as a fulfilment of the 
promises of God, the pleasure it has given me to 
be instrumental in spreading the knowledge of 
his word, I enclose to you the money collected, as- 
suring you of my own prayers for the divine bless- 
ing upon the American Bible Society.

PACIFIC COAST. 

We present the following extracts, respecting 
the work of the Cakifornia Bible Society during 
the past year : - 

The nineteenth anniversary meeting of the Cali- 
fornia Bible Society was held last Sunday evening 
at the Howard Presbyterian Church. There was 
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a very large attendance of those who are interest- 
ed in the distribution of the word of God, which 
number includes, we hope, all good citizens, In- 
teresting addresses were made by Rey. Mr. Bently, 
and by Rey. Drs. Scudder and Stone. The report 
of the operations of the society during the past 
year was read by Revi Fred. Buel, agent of the 
society, which report we publish as follows : 

Report.—Receipts for the year—rent, $4,346 50; 
donations, $2,448 73; sales, $4,226% branch soci- 
eties, $120 05; total, $11,141 28. Expenditures 
for the year—colporteur, $1,584 68; real estate, 
$803 69; interest, $2,416; American Bible Socie- 
ty, $5,320; freight, $761 58; depository, $175; 
printing, $205 60; total, $11,266 55. Balance, 
$125 27. Number of Bibles sold—English, 2,943 ; 
foreign, 120; total, 3,063. Number of Testaments 
sold—Enelish, 5,185; foreign, 81; total, 5,216. 
Number of Bibles donated—English, 253 ; foreign, 
44; total, 297. Number of Testaments donated— 
English, 559; foreign, 102; total, 661. Whole 
number volumes disposed of, 9,237. 

Canvass of the State—Our work in canvassing 
the State now remains to be considered. We 
have at the pre ent time four local agents em- 
ployed, who go from house to house in different 
parts of the State, and who, during the past year, 
have laboured in Solano, Lake, Mendocino, Marin, 
Humboldt, and San Bernardino Counties, carrying 
to each family the word of God. 

We are happy to be able-to say that our work 
has been performed in some regions where the 
light of religious truth has been most needed ; 
where preachers of the word have been scarce, and 
opportunities of public worship infrequent ; where, 
from the very circumstances of the case, the writ- 
ten word has been precious beyond the conception 
of those who are sometimes wearied with the num- 
ber of Bibles about the house. The Bible has 
been carried to those who lost their copies cross- 
ing the plains, or who, perhaps, parted with them 
when war spread its devastation over the South- 
ern States, or to households where a dissolute or 
profane parent would not provide the Scriptures 
for his family. Many such cases of destitution, 
as the reports of our local agents show, have been 
relieved by the Society, as they have performed 
their mission in the canvass of our State. 

It is a satisfaction to report, also, that we have, 
during the past year, sent forth 1,000 family Bi- 
bles. The sage and philosophical Franklin de- 
clared that the country would be safe when there 
was a Bible and a newspaper in every household, 
and a public school in every district. ~~ 
_ From the report of our local agent, Rev. H. 
Richardson, we extract as follows: Number of 
families visited, 3,266; destitute, 243; supplied, 
135; Bibles and Testaments sold, 1,060; value, 
$1,645; number of Bibles and Testaments donat- 
ed, 500; value, $246. 


Our work is eminently broadcast, and mission-: 


ary inits character. In not less than fifteen lan- 
guages have I circulated the sacred leaves, since I 
have been in this work, and that too, among men 
who had never had a Bible before, or if so, not for 
many years. In one family in Sonoma County, a 
lady acknowledged, as she procured one of our 
largest Bibles, “ that they had not had one in their 
house since they crossed the plains, ten years 
ago. 


In another house near by, I found a Kentucky 
family of whom the father and mother and some 
of their twelve children were members of a church, 
who were very poor, though they had evidently 
seen better days. Destitute alike of Bibles and 
money I gave them one, causing the mother to 
shed many tears of joy and to say, “her husband 
would pay me something.” 

Of the donations made we trust none were made 
unworthily. It is worthy of consideration, that 
most of those who were destitute would, undoubt- 
edly, have remained so for months, or years, or 
even for life, if they had not been thus furnished 
at their very doors.

This stirring appeal comes to us in the late 
report of the California Bible Society :

To send one missionary to every milion of the 
human race would require a thousand men, and 
the expenditure of*at least a million of dollars,

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forth a thousand missionaries would send forth a 
million copies of the Scriptures. We do net un- 
dervalue the living preacher, for the ministry is 
by God’s appointment; but let the word attend or 
precede the living minister; let the word ol life, 
the fountain of living water, flow very swittly in 
these channels, which in our day God has opened 
by his wonderful providence for its entrance into 
the nations. 

The American Bible Society printed and sent 
forth from its publishing house during last year 
1,200,000 copies of the Holy Scriptures. To do 
this work, it had twenty-two power presses in op- 
eration, which flung from their iron cylinders the 
sheets of seven copies of the Scriptures each 
minute of working time. Nothing but the requi- 
site want of the funds prevented the Society from 
sending forth double and treble the number. We 
have thought, as we have stood beside the great 
engine which moves this whole machinery, that if 
this iron worker was instinct with life and rea- 
son, if it had a brain to think, a hand to feel, and 
a mouth tospeak, it would say, “O, water ! stint not 
your steam to supply my boilers. O, fireman! 
spare not your coals to keep the flames hot beneath 
my furnaces. 1 need all my strength; make these 
iron hands of mine very strong, make these iron 
fingers of mine yery nimble, tenfold more busy 
than.they are; for, lo! the islands are waiting for 
the law of God. Ethiopia is stretching out her 
hands to God; Western and Central Asia are open 
to the gospel. 

“Will my boilers, feed my furnaces, make my 
whole body strong and efficient; then when my 
work is multiplied tenfold, I will say to the swift 
ships in which my brethren sail upon the great 
deep, ‘Go, ye swift-winged messengers, and bear 
the precious freight of God’s word wide abroad 
among the nations of the earth.’” 

To change the figure, so says the Parent Society, 
and cries to all Chris.ian people, “Give us money, 
means, and houses to multiply our labour and ex- 
tend our work vigorously, for God has opened to 
us a very wide and effectual door for the procla- 
mation of the Society.”

Several years ago the preliminary steps were 


waiian Bible. The Rey. E. W. Clark has spent two 
or more years in New York, reading and correcting 
the proof-sheets of the new edition, as it hag been 


printed and electrotyped by the American Bible’ 


Society. A partial supply has already been re- 
ceived, and more are on the way around Cape 
Horn. We have examined the book, and find 
the style of printing and binding all that could be 
desired. It is a noble work. The Agnerican Bi- 
ble Society have most generously given the elec- 
trotype plates, costing over ten thousand dollars 
($10,000). Hereafter it is to be hoped that Ha- 
waiians will so much prize the Sacred Scriptures 
that they will pay the expense of printing and 
binding. The most expensive style will be sold 
for $12, and the cheapest for $3 per copy. The 
New Testament is printed separately, and in a 
style most admirably suited for the use of schools. 
This edition is accompanied with marginal refer- 
ences, The Bible, complete, has now been printed 
in the Tahitian, Samoan, Rarotongan, Tongan, 
Fijian, and Hawaiian dialects—all branches of the 
Polynesian language, Portions of the Bible have 
also been printed in the Marquesan, New Zealand, 
Gilbert Island, Marshall Island, Ponapean, and 
Strong’s Island languages. To accomplish this 
enterprise has required an amount of literary and 
linguistical labour, which can scarcely be appre- 
ciated except by those who haye spent years in ac- 
quiring a foreign language, and additional years 
in the work of patient translation and revision; 
yet all this has been done exclusively by the Puri- 
tan missionaries (English and American) in the Pa- 
cific, besides all their other labours.— Lhe Friend,

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY, 

An adjourned meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, on 
Thursday, the 14th inst., at half-past three o’clock, 
P. M.; James Lenox, Esq., President, in the chair, 
assisted by William Whitlock, Jr., Norman White, 
James Suydam, and E. L. Fancher, Esqs. 

The Rey. Dr. Ferris read the forty-seyenth and 
forly-eighth Psalms, and offered prayer. 

Seven new auxiliaries were recognised: in New 
York, South Carolina, Missouri, and Wisconsin, 
one each, and three in Minnesota. 

Communications were received from Rey. Dr. 
Goodfellow, Buenos Ayres, and Mr. Milne, Monte 
Video, in regard to the work of Bible distri- 
bution in that region; from Rey. Dr. Trumbull, 
Valparaiso, stating the progress of colportage in 
Chili; from Rey. Isaac G. Bliss, Constantinople, 
and Rey. 8. Richardson, Broosa, with interesting 
accounts of colportage in Turkey ; from Rey. S. N. 
Wheeler, Foochow, with fiscal and book accounts 
for the past year, of the Methodist Mission in China ; 
from James Williamson, Secretary North India 
Bible Society, as to Arabic Scriptures for India; 
from Rey. Frank Vermeil, Paris, with specimen 
copies of the New Testament printed from plates 
made by the authority and at the cost of the 
American Bible Society, and enclosing letters of 
thanks from Marshall Vaillant, Minister of the 
Imperial Houschold and of the Fine Arts, for a 
donation of books to the Library of the Louvre, 
and from Mr. Rasherau, Administrator-General of 
the Imperial Library, for a donation of books to 
that library. Letters also from Mr. Henry Knol- 
leke, of the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
and from Henry C. Hall, Esq., Malaga, in re- 
gard to the openings for Bible circulation in 
Spain. 

Grants of books were made to the American 
Missionary Association; to the North Carolina 
yearly meeting of Friends ; to the American Tract 
Society ; to the American Seamen’s Friend Socie- 
ty; to the American and Foreign Christian 
Union for Spain; for distribution in the army of 
the Southwest; in Key West; and in the island 
of Curagoa; with grants of considerable amount 
to poor auxiliaries, chiefly at the South; with six- 

teen volumes in raised letters for the blind.

The entire number of volumes granted was 
15,340, besides others to the amount of $350. 
They were in various languages, including French, 
Spanish, Italian, Portuguese, and Creolese for 
the island of Curacoa, 

Rey, Ira T. Wyche was appointed Agent for 
North Carolina in place of Rev. Henry Hardie, 
deceased; Rey. E. G. Smith and Rev. Joseph Mos- 
ser, of Illinois, in place of Rev, Amasa Lord, resign- 
ed, and Rey.

IN MEMORIAM. 

By the collision and burning of the steamers 
America and United States, upon the Ohio river, 
the American Bible Society has been bereft of two 
of its best friends, the Rev. Franklin S. Rising and 
the Rey. Robert J. Parvin. Mr. Rising, previous 
to his transfer to New York, was the very efficient 
corresponding secretary of the Storey County Bible 
Society, in Nevada. Mr. Parvin represented the 
American Bible Society at the anniversary of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society in 1866, in an 
admirable address, which was republished in the 
Record shortly afterwards. His church at Chel- _ 
tenham, Pa., has been among the foremost of its’ 
denomination in sustaining the Bible cause by 
noble pecuniary contributions. During the war, 
Mr. Parvin took the deepest personal interest in

for the Biblé cause. The Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and our own and other national religious 
institutions, may well lament the sudden and fear- 
ful calamity which took away from their service 
on earth these men of truly catholic spirit and un- 
tiring missionary zeal.. Amiable, gifted, refined, 
devout, earnest, and enterprising, they died as.they 
lived, in their Master’s work, and went up, like the 
martyrs, in the flames to heaven. 


THE LATE REV, HENRY HARDIE. 

The last number of the Record briefly announced 
the decease of this excellent minister of Christ and 
Agent of this Society. From letters and papers 
received since his departure, we are enabled now 
to present a more complete statement respecting 
his character, services, and death. 

Mr. Hardie was born in Raleigh, N. C., in the 
year 1823, and died November 23, 1868, in the 
forty-sixth year of his age. He was a graduate of 
the University of North Carolina and of the Prince- 
ton Theological Seminary, and was licensed to 
preach the Gospel by the Orange Presbytery of 
that State. ‘He was a young man of fine mental 
powers; of varied resources, being a frequent con- 
tributor to newspapers and periodicals; of a self- 
sacrificing spirit; of great energy and perseverance 
in whatever he undertook, and ever ready to co-op- 
erate in any work of social or public good.” For 
some years previous to the war he was engaged in 
teaching, as the principal of a female institute in 
the valley of Northern Virginia. But the civil 
strife broke up his school. Soon after the close 
of the conflict, he was appointed Agent of the 
American Bible Society in his native State, and 
laboured with exhausting assiduity, with great 
selfdenial, and against many formidable embar- 
rassments, to lay anew the foundations of this 
great work in every part of the old commonwealth. 
His letters and reports exhibit the difficulties and 
trials of his work in varied aspects. But under 
this pressure, which would have utterly discour- 
aged and defeated any man of less nerve and de- 
votedness, he bore up and moved forward with 
untiring perseverance, until Providence laid him 
aside and bade him “Come up higher.” He was 
a “faithful and true witness” to the word of God. 
Calm, prudent, cautious, and sincere, he c:m- 
manded respect and was a ‘‘man greatly beloved.” 
He was a great favourite with the coloured people, 
whose welfare he sought with signal earnestness, 
and who would flock to hear his sermons and ad- 
dresses, He sought them out, and did all that he 
- could to interest them in the Bible work, as well as 
to give them the word of God. In all respects, 
his agency was a truly missionary work, in a field 
that had been desolated by war, and where only 
faith and patience could at all succeed, even in 
this beneficent Cause. 


Our limits prevent a larger estimate of this de- 


vo‘ed co-labourer; and we close with brief state- 
ments recently received respecting his calm and 
peaceful end: " 

Especially in his last sickness did his Chris- 
tian virtues unfold themselves to all whose priv- 
ilege it was to behold him. To use the language 
of one who witnessed his last sufferings: “ His 
trusting confidence in the all-sufficiency of the 
atonement of Jesus for sin, and the touching love 
he manifested for his Saviour, were beautiful to be- 
hold. A more Christian deathbed—a more trust- 
ing heart in God’s precious promises—a more se- 
rene mind—a more beautiful sunset of life’s stormy 
and troublous day—can scarcely be imagined.” 

In my visits, I found him in a comfortable state 
of mind. On Saturday morning, when told that 
he could not live long, he manifested no surprise, 
no fear. With great calmness and deliberation 
he began to set his house in order. What re- 
mained of his life (which was three days) must be 
spent in meditation, prayer, and communion with 
God. Part of this time [ was with him, and I can 
truly say it was pleasant and profitable to be 
there. How unlike the dying scenes which a min- 
ister is daily called to witness! all was calm and 
peaceful. “I want,” said he, “a clearer view of 
my acceptance with God.” And when, after he 
and a brother minister had been speaking of, and 
praying for, this clearer view, a stranger came in 
and introduced another subject, he said, “ Speak 
of my acceptance—speak of my acceptance.” His 
wish was gratified. As I entered the room on 
Sabbath morning he remarked, “I can truly say, 
if a messenger were to come and tell me, ‘The 
Master calleth for thee,’ I would not be dejected. 
Se My blessed Saviour !” > 

More than an hour before he died, he desired 
“all to leave the room, as he wished to commune 
with his God.” 

Such were the closing scenes of Rey. Henry 
Hardie’s life. The funeral services were very 
solemn and impressive—made so, partly because 
they were held in the same church where the 
audience had listened to the living vuice of our 
departed brother, and partly because they now 
felt, as dying men, they were listening to a dying 
man. The Lord bless the widow and the father- 
less! should be our prayer. 


SPAIN. 

We have recently received more full and satis- 
factory intelligence in regard to Spain. It seems 
that it is not true that any telegraphic communi- 
cation had passed between the British and Foreign 
Bible Society and General Prim. The statement 
that there had been such a communication was a 
mistake. We do not know how it originated, 
On the contrary, the law continues in force which 
prohibits the importation of Bibles, unless by- 
specific authority from the government, so that 
none could be circulated but such as should be 
printed in the country. In view of this fact, the 
British and Foreign Bible Society are making 


arrangements to print the Bibie in Madrid. ~ 


But in the meantime it is satisfactory to know 
that through the influence of the Hon. John P, 


| Hale, American Minister at Madrid, the Provis- 
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ional Government have granted full permission to 


import Bibles from the United States at one half 


the usual customhouse duties. The Society is 
under great obligations to Mr. Hale for his inter- 
est and his efficient service in this business. Un- 
der the circumstances, the Board of Managers at 
its late meeting made a grant of 2,500 volumes to 
the American and Foreign Christian Union for 
the use of their missionary in Spain. It will 
necessarily be some time before the book can be 
printed by the British and Foreign Bible Society 
in Spain, and, in the meanwhile, the people are 
hungering for the Bread of Life, and the way is 
now open for this Society to impart it. Every 
day and eyery hour is precious, and no opportu- 
nity that presents itself should be lost. The Bible 
is to be the great elevator and liberalizer of Spain, 
The people will not be really intelligent and free 
until they receive the word of God. The demand 
now is great. It is believed that thousands of 
copies may be circulated very speedily. One 
writer expresses a belief that 100,000 copies might 
be circulated in ninety days. Surely this is highly 
encouraging and gratifying. Let us pray that 
néthing may arise to close the door, and that the 

Bible may become, through the Divine Spirit, a 

saying power to many souls in that country now 

so wonderfully opened to Christian effort.
